At the Farmers’ National Congress of 
the United States, Oklahoma City, 


Oklahoma, Oct. 17-22, 1907. 

You ave honored our new State by 
making it your meeting place on this 
occasion. If gifts of nature and the 
progress of our people have pleased you, 
we hope that this sample of our first 
list of State officers may not reduce the 
average below that which will cause you 
to return to your homes favorably im- 
pressed with Oklahoma in the present 
and its prospects for the future. 

Covering the whole broad field of ag- 
riculture we find the products of the 
field, the orchard, the garden, the dairy 
and the ranch, and we recognize that in 
this field we have embraced the greater 
part of all that makes the world pros- 
perous, comfortable and contented. 

Business in its broadest sense com- 
prehends production and commercialism. 
Production is indispensable to commer- 
cialism. Commercialism is an incident 
and a convenience to production. With- 
out production the whole world stands 
still, hesitates and recedes. Commer- 
cialism hesitates, languishes or prospers 
as production may be small or great. 

Laws are passed to encourage the 
manufacturer and the financier; vol- 
umes are published daily about the vast- 
ness of our financial and manufacturing 
transactions, but the sum total of agri- 
cultural productions brought forth with 
less display and less sounding of trump- 
ets, overwhelms all other classes and is 
the indispensable basis for the susten- 
ance of financial and manufacturing 
prosperity. 

Economie science shows us that if our 
state or our nation would be greater to- 
morrow than it is today and would con- 
tinue to grow greater from day to day 
upon a firm foundation, this growth 
must be based upon greater production; 
the making of two blades of grass grow 
today where one grew yesterday. And 
then production can be made profitable 
or permanent only when the producer 
profits by his own toil. Commercialism 
has fortified itself and made its profits 
sure by concerted action, hedged about 
with laws and privileges for protection 
and profit. 

Tt is natural that those engaged in 
the control of the finances and com- 
merce of the country should, in the ex- 
ercise of human selfishness, secure for 


themselves the best possible advantage. 
And while they have grown from year 
to year in that strength in the affairs 
of government which is attained by har- 
mony of action, the agricultural inter- 
ests until recent years have far too 
often relied upon others for the protec- 
tion of their legal rights and the pass- 
ing of the proper laws, and have neg- 
lected their own interests. 


We congratulate the farmers of this 
great land that they have come to 
recognize that their prosperity must be 
promoted by something more than toil- 
ing in the field; that education is indis- 
pensable to economic production; that 
equality ‘before the law is indispensa- 
ble to the enjoyment of the fruits of 
their own industry; that dollar wheat 
and ten cent cotton do not mean pros- 
perity to the producer unless he is per- 
mitted to retain a fair share of the dol- 
lar and of the cents. 

Production is the beginning—con- 
sumption is the termination; and profit 
to the purchaser and economy to the 
consumer suggests that there be as lit- 
tle waste or expense between the two 
as possible. Minimizing this interme- 
diate cost the bucket shop and the other 
means of gambling in the price of pro- 
ducts, the grasping percentages and 
commissions by trusts and monopolies, 
shall be destroyed. The offender will 
not be deterred by money fines, which 
he simply recoups by increased prices 
that the people must pay, but by im- 
prisonment, which the offender must 
suffer. The element of carrying charges, 
which in most instances are far too 
large a part of the ultimate value of 
the product, should be minimized wher 
ever possible by reducing the actual 
cost of transportation, and no means of 
transportation has ever been found in 
any country cheaper than by water. 
Therefore let the United States, 
both upon its borders and inland, stand 
for the improvement and use of its 
waterways. England, Germany and 
other countries build eanals where by 
nature there were no channels. Shall 
the United States permit great natural 
channels like the Mississippi the Mis- 
souri, the Ohio or the Arkansas, be 
abandoned and their immense value as 
a means of transportation to the ship- 
per be lost? The United States will 
never become bankrupt in spending mil- 
lions for internal improvement, and the 
people of the country can secure no det. 
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ter protection against exorbitant trans 
portation rates than to turn to the 
natural means provided. 

Where artificial means of transporta- 
tion are required we turn to the rail- 
roads. We do not view these as ene- 
mies of the human family, but as neces- 
sities. They represent vast investments 
of capital, which is entitled to reason- 
wble profit, reasonable privileges and 
lawful protection. For years the agri- 
cultural interests have permitted these 
and other vast combinations of wealth 
practically to dictate the laws of the 
land. Time has demonstrated the lack 
of wisdom of this policy and justifies 
the assertion. that ‘the people can be 
trusted to mete out justice to wealth, 
but that wealth in its power cannot be 
trusted to protect the people. If you 
would arrive at the condition of govern- 
ment yielding equal and exact justice 
to ali, and partiality to none, you will 
do so only by government ‘‘of the peo- 
ple and by the people.’’ Much of your 
production which would ordinarily be 
most profitable, such as the products of 
the garden, the orchard and the dairy, 
must be transported to the consumer by 
the express companies of the country. 
No class of monopoly needs attention 
today more than these carrying compa- 
nies. The express charges are so enor 
mously high as to deprive the producer 
of the opportunity for reasonable profit 
in these commodities and to deprive the 
consumer of the opportunity of obtain- 
ing these products at a fair price. There 
is not an express company in the United 
States today earning less than 40 per 
eent. per annum on the money actually 
invested, nor is there among the several 
so-called companies any competition or 
conflicting interests. They have prac- 
tically united as one body and monopo- 
lized the business by exclusive railroad 
contracts. They extort such prices as 
a conscienceless management sees fit to 
collect. Like other commercial inter- 
ests, they have hedged themselves with 
representatives in the senate and the 
house who successfully combat any ef- 
fort to wrest them of their power. 

The need of laws that we have not 
and the rigid enforcement of those we 
have doubtless becomes apparent to 
every one of you more and more every 
day. Give the agriculturist education 
in the line of his industry by having 
the science of agriculture, horticulture, 
stock breeding and raising and the like 
taught in our public schools, and you 
thave prepared him for his work. Give 
him the protection of just laws and you 
have encouraged him and made his in- 
dustry capable of producing reasonable 
profit for his labor. 

Among the best class of farmers in 
this or any other State we find him who 
begins life as a young man, sturdy, in- 
dustrious and moral, with a willingness 


-cient to establish 
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to labor and a determination to suc- 
ceed. His cash capital is scarcely ever 


equal to his reasonable necessities. Ob- 
viously, then, he must borrow the money 
which others have to loan. And time 
has demonstrated the necessity of the 
law intervening at this point and say- 
ing to money lenders, you shall not 
take advantage of necessities of 
others to the extent of demanding ex- 
orbitant or usurious rates of interest. 
Give this class of farmers the use of a 
reasonable amount of eapital at a liv- 
nig rate of interest, and they ean pros- 
per and the eountry will prosper with 
them. But if the law leaves the farmer 
at the merey of the conscienceless Shy- 
lock, he confronts discouragement and 
disaster from the beginning. It will not 
be questioned that the agricultural ele- 
ment not only of our own State, but of 
the whole United States, is the chief 
source of all our prosperity. Then let 
the lawmakers in their wisdom give 
proper encouragement to that industry 
wpon which the whole country depends. 
In our new state we have not only 
fixed a maximum interest rate, but find- 
ing our State fortunately possessed of 
a vast school fund we have said that in 
the investment of these funds they 
should first be offered to the farmers of 
this state upon long time loans secured 
by first mortgage upon improved real 
estate at such moderate rate of interest 
as the legislature may from time to time 
provide. This school fund begins with 
$5,000,000, and the sale of school lands 
will shortly increase it to many times 
that sum; and while it will not be am- 
ple for all the demands there is suffi- 
an jnterest rate on 


the 


farm loans, 

Our old home experience along this 
line years ago reminds us that the 
school fund of the State of Connecticut 
furnished the relief in northwestern 
Ohio that brought farm mortgage loans 
from a 10 per cent. basis down to a 5 
and 6 per cent. basis, 

No class of people view the subject 
of taxation with a more patriotic spirit 
than the farming class. You pay your 
taxes cheerfully so long as you feel! that 
you are paying only your proportion, 
and that the amount is limited to eco- 
nomi¢cal and reasonable 
publie improvement. 


government 


You want good publie schools, you 
want good roads, the creeks bridged, 
substantial public buildings; but you 
want equality of taxation among all 
classes of property according to earn- 
ing capacity ,for it is upon earning ca- 
pacity that the selling value of prop- 
erty invariably finds its basis. 

The franchise of vast value and the 
income of great proportions are sub- 
jects for consideration of the taxing 
authorities. 





When we visit a new state or a new 
country we want them to have some- 
thing to be proud of other ‘than extrav- 
agant public buildings. There is no 
‘better evidence of the prosperity of a 
country than its individual homes. 

Far better is the country that has 
‘been contented with moderate public 
buildings and left with the people suffi- 
cient of their earnings to build com- 
fortable homes. This result will be ob- 
tained only when there is a limit to 
taxation and a limit to the purposes 
for which tax may be levied. 

Patriotism, prosperity and individual 
comfort are more certainly found in the 
farms of moderate area and where every 
man is a home-owner. No corporation 
should be permitted to own land for 
agricultural purposes. That is the policy 
of the new State of Oklahoma as out 
lined in its organic law, as it is in some 
other States, and we believe it to be a 
good policy. 

In organization, leaders are always 
necessary, and time has taught you to 
select your representatives with great 
eare. Never does a force of humanity 
come into existence bat that many per- 
sons are always ready to offer their 
services as leaders. In many instances 
men offer to become leaders who never 
experienced farming the farm, but are 
invariably ready to farm the farmer. 


Fortunately the agricultural element 
in this country is rapidly advancing 
along the lines necessary for its com- 
fort and happiness, and has ample ma- 
‘terial to guide to success. 

Gentlemen, you from other states 
who have honored us with your pres- 
ence in this new state feel an interest 
in what we have and the opportunities 
we offer. 

I came to this state as a contractor 
nearly seven years ago. In the first 
twelve months I found we could handle 
earth on light earth work 292 days out 
of the total number of working days of 
that year; the second year, 286 days; 
the third and fourth years substantially: 
the same. From the number of idle 
days mentioned, you can see how few 
days frost jn the ground prevented our 
plowing and scraping. So that the 
farmers, instead of having their work 
rushed into the few months between 
April and November as in the states as 
far north as Ohio, can easily distribute 
their work over ten and a half to eleven 
months of the average year in our new 
state. 

The same condition of climate enables 
farm stock to live out of doors ten to 
eleven months of the year with no feed 
that part of the year, and only what 
the farmer would term half feed most 
of what we call the winter season. This 
saving in time and in feed enables the 
farmer in our state to make a profit

over and above what would be an actual 
loss in a colder climate. 

Again, you are in a latitude where 
corn, Wheat oats and cotton grow upon 
the same farm; where the Kaffir corn, 
eastor beans all varieties of potatoes 
and practically every product known to 
the farm from the Gulf of Mexico to the 
Canadian gorder is produced upon the 
same farm, 

When you have cultivated in Okla- 
homa every variety of grain, fruit, cot- 
ton, alfalfa and other varieties of hay, 
that are to be profitably produced in 
our state, you readily see the possibility 
of an income from some source prac: 
tically every day of at least ten months 
out of the year. 

I hope you will not consider the peo- 
ple of the new State of Oklahoma boast- 
ful when we term this state— 

‘«The land of the beautiful sunshine; 

The land of good people’ ’— 
assembled here from every state in the 
Union, the land of a state constitution 
blessed by every toiler of the land, and

convenienee and economy, the constitu. 
tion that says that good morals are in- 
dispensable to domestic happiness and 
that good water is the best producer of 
good morals, a constitution that aims 
to end the day when the farmer must 
humbly say, ‘‘Here are my products; 
What will you give me for them?’’ and 
just as humbly asks, ‘‘What must I 
pay for your goods?’? 


You have doubtless seen enough to 
make all of you want to telegraph your 
families to pack your goods and bill 
them to the new State of Oklahoma. If 
you have not and lack any argument 
that will settle the question, get a copy 
of the Oklahoma constitution and read 
wherein every honest man is protected 
and every grafter decapitated, and 
when you read it, remember that out 
of the 112 men who drew the constitu- 
tion 44 of them were Oklahoma farmers. 





THE BATTLE OF THE GIANTS. 


The faot that lawyers by profession 
are argumentative may account in part 
for the animated debate that took place 
in the recent annual meeting of the 
H.-F. Association between a prominené 
member of the Massachusetts bar and 
a distinguished New Yorker not less 
prominent as a representative of the 
bench. 


The bone of contention was a subject 
of interest to every breeder of Black 
and White cattle—the percentage of 
butter fat in Holstein milk. The Gen- 
eral from New England argued that all 
statutory standards, as applied to milk, 
should be done away with, that under 
no circumstances can a pure and whole- 
some product of nature properly be 
branded by law as an adulteration, and 
that no legal restrictions should be im- 
posed upon the sale of good milk of any 
butter-fat test, just as it is produced by 
the cow. 


With this entirely sensible view the 
writer agrees. The speaker, however, 
proceeded to make some statmnts in 
regard to the general average of milk 
of the breed for the past forty or fifty 
years, declaring that this period has 
shown little or no improvement in the 


test of Holstein milk; and it was, per- 
haps, this part of the speech to which 
the jurist from the Empi,e State was 
most inclined to take exception. 


The Judge declared that the aim of 
the Holstein breder should be constantly 
toward a higher standard, and that 
while milk low in butter-fat might be 
well adapted to infants and invalids, we 
ought not to be the less earnest in our 
efforts to produce Holstein milk of a 
quality suited to the needs of the strong 
and mature. He maintained, in sub- 
stance, that instead of defending or 
apologizing for a low testing product 
we should strive to bring Holstein milk 
up to the highest attainable standard, 
aflirming also that the skilled efforts of 
the best breeders had already exerted 
a marked influence in this direction, the 
average test of Holstein milk being 
higher now than ever before. 


Thence ensued the battle of the 
giants, which proved to be one of the 
most interesting episodes of the annual 
meeting. The two speakers, though os- 
tensibly engaged in debate, succeeded 
rather in establishing two entirely prae- 
tical, and by no means contradictory, 
conclusions, than in overturning each 
other’s arguments. In the main both 
were right, and in respect to essentials 
there was really little difference of opin- 
ion between the two debaters, each pre- 
senting an entirely tenable view of 2 
separate phase of a highly important 
question; but, as intimated, after the 
manner of lawyers, a controversial 
method of presentation was adopted, 
with added animation in the discussion 
and correspondingly increased interest 
on the part of the audience. 


Whether or not the average of the 
milk of the entire breed is higher or 
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lower in test than it was a half century 
ago, it is true that the milk of the Black 
and White cow does not contain as high 
a percentage of butter-fat as that of 
some of her lesser producing sisters of 
other colors; but it is also a fact that 
the preference among breeders of Hol- 
steins in general is for the higher test- 
ing strains, which, in consequence, are 
being rapidly developed, although as 
long as individual needs vary there 
must always be wide difference of opin- 
ion as to the proper standard to be at- 
tained. The milk producer whose pat- 
rons require four per cent. milk is en- 
titled to his preference for a four per 
cent. cow, and the breeder who can 
use to advantage large quantities of 
skimmed milk in the rearing of high- 
priced calves naturally holds to the idea 
of maximum production, while the av- 
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and judicious management can produce 
the kind of milk his trade calls for. In 
this connection it may be mentioned 
that Mr. Matteson presented, in a num- 
ber of the H.-F. Register published last 
fall, a list of forty-five members of the 
Duchess Ormsby family, including 
Duchess Ormsby and her sisters, with 
their daughters, granddaughters and 
great-granddaughters, all of which in 
their seven-day tests averaged above 
four per cent. butter-fat. It is un- 
doubtedly true that the eighty-three A. 
R. O. daughters of Hengerveld De Kol 
come the nearest to attaining the maxi- 
mum of production in respect to both 
milk and butter-fat of the daughters of 
any one sire, all being exceptional pro- 
ducers both in quantity and quality, if 
so strong an adjective can be applied 
to each of these extraordinary perform-

erage dairyman, to whom neither ex- 
treme igs as desirable as a medium com- 
bining the advantages of ‘both in a mod- 
ified degree, is content with a large 
yield of good, wholesome milk, testing 
only fairly high in butter-fat. 


Scientists tell us that we have been 
attaching too much importance to the 
food value of the fat in milk and pay- 
ing too little attention to its proteid in- 
gredients. Eventually the public will 
recognize the force of this argument, 
and milk be rated by other standards 
than a given percentage of fat. In the 
meantime the argument that Holstein 
milk is not rich enough, while applying 
undoubtedly to the general average of 
the breed, is answered by the experi- 
ence of the individual breeder, who, by 
careful selection of his foundation stock 


ers, more than four-score in number. 
Other equally convincing instances 
might be cited in proof of the now well 
established fact that the butter-fat test 
in milk can be increased by following 
along the lines of breeding that have 
been found to represent certainty of 
transmitting power in producing this 
result; but so generally accepted is this 
belief that no attempt will here be made 
to substantiate the theory with further 
illustration, 


So, in substance, we say with General 
Wood: Do away with all arbitrary 
standards and let us accept as the best 
product of its kind Holstein milk, pure 
and wholesome and fresh as the cow 
gives it to us; and let no committee or 
body of men by legal enactment impose 
artificial and false restrictions upon the 


sale of such a commodity, be its butter- 
fat test no higher than two per cent.; 
and with Judge McLennan we exclaim 
not less heartily (though we may not 
approach his eloquence of expression): 
Work toward a higher standard of qual- 
ity. Let every year record greater tri- 
umphs in the advancement of the breed 
until the superiority of the Holstein 
cow may be established in every impor- 
tant respect beyond any possibility of 
question or criticism, and everywhere 
among all people she shall be hailed as 
the Queen of the Dairy Realm.

R. E. HAEGER’S HOLSTEIN SALE. 


(From Kimbali’s Dairy Farmer.) 


R. E. Hager’s third annual sale of 
Holstein+Friesian cattle was held at 
Watertown Wis., July 22d. The day 
was fine and the crowd, while not large, 
was made up mostly of buyers. There 
were prominent Holstein-Friesian men 
in attendance from several of the sur- 
rounding states. 

The first animal sold was Florence 
Hendrika 3d. She freshened since the 
catalogue was made and was sold with 
a fine heifer calf at her side. She was 
led into the ring at 1 o’clock. The 
seventy-fifth entry was bid off about 
three hours later. 

As a general thing the prices were 
too small. Some young bulls, choicely 
bred and possessing a fine conformation, 
went for less than $50 each. This is a 
ridiculous price, bué the farmers 
throughout the country are pretty well 
supplied with good bulls. 

The highest price paid for an animal 
was $200. E. M. Poole, of Richland 
Center, gave this for a handsome cow 
coming three, due to freshen before 
Sept. lst. She is well bred and a re- 
markably good looking individual. Mr. 
Poole was one of the heavy buyers at 
the sale. F. W. Allis, of Madison, Wis., 
bought seven fine young animals, mostly 
heifers, to add to his herd. S. W. 
Stanchfield, of Fond du Lac, Wis., was 
also a heavy buyer of choice young 
stock. Walter Kennoff, of Juneau, 
Wis., paid $770 for eight calves. H. J. 
Jones, of Hebron, Ill., was able to pick 
oué six for which he paid $560, and L. 
G. Legler, of Juda, Wis., paid a little 
over $700 for seven good ones. 

The 74 animals brought $6,940 and 
averaged a little over $93 each.

We have undertaken 
Class Cham- to compile a_ list 
pions from of Holstein-Friesian 
1894 to 1908. class champions 
which should include all animals that 
have held the record in their respective 
classes from 1904 to May 15, 1908. 
Though we have spent considerable 
labor in this effort we are far from 
sanguine that errors and omissions may 
not be found. However, we have de- 
cided to publish the list as it now stands 
and ask our readers to communicate to 
us any omissions or errors that they may 
discover. We do this because we as- 
sume that every breeder is thoroughly 
well posted in regard to the records es- 
tablished by the individual members of 
his own herd, or by their ancestors. We 
shall be glad to make corrections or ad- 
ditions and republish the list in its ecor- 
rected form. 

We commence the list with 1894, as 
previous to that date only milk and 
butter records are reported. The sift- 
ing out of the records is comparatively 
slow work since the tables and indexes 
of the early volumes of the Advanced 
Register quote the production in terms 
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of butter instead of butter fat, and fig- 
ure the records in pounds and ounces in- 
stead of pounds and decimals of a 
pound. The dates of the records for 
1907-8 were obtained from the College 
stations, as this information js not given
